Old Heads in Party at Washing- 
ton Are Hopeless.and May

. ‘There are many heated heart to heart talks 
in the democratic cloakrooms off both the 
Senate and house these days. On the sur- 
face it seems to be evident the party is hope- 
lessly split. If the reports which come from 
the interior of the cloakrooms are true most 
of the big democratic leaders at both ends 
of the capitol have admitted tn advance that 
cote is no possibility of defeating Roose- 

They say so in confidence to their repub- 
lican colleagues and explain the situation by 
declaring that Bryan and the anti-Bryan 
forces are as much at odds today as they 
were four years ago, while it is admitted the 
republicans are now acting in entire har- 
mony so far as the presidential situation is 
concerned. 

The sentiment among the democrats in 


and there is a good deal less enthusiasm for 
any particular candidate than at any time 
for ten years. The southern men seem the 
most hopeless, and while they are willing to 
pledge the electoral vote of the solid south, 
as usual, to any democratic candidate they 


that there is a possibility of breaking into 
the solid north except possibly in New York 
state, and the conditions there are rapidly 
becoming so mixed as to render it likely 
Roosevelt will carry his own state, as well 
as the rest of the north, with the possible 
exception of Delaware and Maryland.

_ For some reason there seems to be a 
diminution in the affeetion of the gouthern 
congressmen for Judge Parker. They are 
beginning to see that a colorless judge with- 
out any record on political questions is not 
the man to command the respect of the peo- 
ple. They are turning more and more to- 
ward Cleveland, not that they love him 
more, but Bryan less. 

There is no denying: the fact that Mr. 
Hearst has opened the eyes of some of the 
old time leaders of democracy. They have 
been asleep while he worked, and the results 
already are apparent in the straggling dele- 
gates he has picked up all over the country. 
The attempt to throw the Indiana delega- 
tion to Judge Parker, which was the result 
of a hard and fast bargain between Tom 
Taggart and Dave Hill, was conceived for the 
purpose of killing Mr. Hearst. Its sponsors 
in the west say it might have succeeded had 
it not been for the publicity given to it. 

There is a doubt whether Tom Taggart 
can deliver the goods he has contracted for. 
The intelligence and aggressiveness of the 
Hearst boomers, who have organized the ma- 
chine, which reaches all over the country, are

Port Badly Crippled. 


WAS RAMMED BY MISSOURL 


Masons and Plasterers Mend Holes‘in. 
Armor Plates. 


New York, March 16.—[{Special.]—The bat- 
tleship Illinois limped into port today with a 
solid cement and brick wall ‘* built like the 
side of a house ’”’ in its battered stern. 

The big fighting craft, half house, half 
ship, thanks to the work of brick masons, 
plasterers, and cement workers, weathered 
the storms of the ocean during the 1,300 mile 
voyage from Guantanamo, where it had been 
rammed by the battleship Missouri. 


Pumps Going All the Time. 


The Illinois made this hazardous tour of 
the Atlantic with the pumps going all the 
time. with one engine disabled, and one pro- 
peller out of business. The voyage was a 
succession of severe storms all the way 
from Hatteras to the Delaware capes, but 
the huge warship made the journey clear 
from the south coast of Cuba in six days 
and seven hours.

Big Ship Badly Injured. 

A superficial examination made in the aft- 
ernoon shows the battleship is more seriously 
damaged than had been previously supposed, 
and in all probability months will be essen- 
tial for its repair. 

Just previous to the collision the battle- 
ship squadron, it was learned today, was 
proeeeding in column apparently under 
splendid control twenty-eight miles from 
Guantanamo. The battleship Missouri, 
which had been astern on the port side of the 
Illinois, began to close in. When near the 
Illinois the Missouri maneuvered to star- 


board. 
Missouri Steers Wildly. 


The ponderous ships were steaming rapid- 
ly. Something went wrong, the steering gear 
of the. Missouri getting apparently beyond 
control, and the huge craft came astern of 
the Lilinois on the port side. The Missouri 
tried to steer wide, but failing, because of 
its deranged gear, crashed bow on, striking 
with terrific force the steel strut of the Illi- 
nois on the port side of the propeller. 

The Missouri's bow jammed the strut into 
the hull, then wrenched it away, leaving two 
gaping holes in the frame, one approximate- 
ly one foot by nine inches, the other five 
inches by seven inches. 

The huge propeller shaft was twisted and 
two of the three propellers were bent like 
so much papier maché. All the injuries were 
below the water line.’ To look at the battle- 
ship as it floats at the navy yard one never-| 
would think that even a bolt was loose. That 
is because of the brick and concrete wall,

HELD ECONOMY MEASURE 


Cost to Government Estimated at More 
than $15,000,000 Annually. 


Washington, D. C., March 16.—[Special. ]— 
President Roosevelt's administration today 
relieved congress of the service pension bug- 
aboo by putting into effect a service pension 
plan of its own without having recourse to 
additional legislation. 

An order Was issued by Pension Commis- 
sioner Ware and signed by Mr. Hitchcock, 
secretary of the interior, establishing a sys- 
tem of service pensions pure and simple, 
the cost of which probably will be between 
$15,000,000 and $20,000,000 for the first year. 
This cost will rapidly increase, and there is 
no means of ascertaining just what the totul 
ultimately will be. 

Republican politicians are saying that the 
president surely has convinced the Grand 
Army of the Republic of his friendly interest 
by making Gen. John C. Black of Illinois the 
civil service commissioner, and on top of that © 
the veterans now will get their service pen- 


Like Sulloway Measure. 
The order issued: by Secretary Hitchcock 


visions of the Sulloway pension service bill. 
Under this bill and under the order of Sec- 
retary Hitchcock age and service are the 
only requisites to the veteran obtaining a 
pension. If he is 62 years old and can prove 
his service he is to be regarded as one-half 
incapacitated for manual labor and will re-: 
ceive a pension of $6 a month. From this 
amount and this age there ie a gradual 
sliding scale upwards. 

The order goes into effect on April 13 next. 
If there is no contrary evidence, and all 
other legal requirements have been met, 
claimants for pension under the general act 
of June 27, 1890, who are over 62 years old, 
shall be considered as disabied one-half in 
ability to perform manual! labor, and shall be 
entitled to $6 a month; over 65 years to $8; 
over 68 years to $10; and over 70 to $12, 


Saving for Government. 

The order says the pension bureau has es- 
tablished with reasonable certainty the aver- | 
age nature and extent of the infirmity of old 
age. Commissioner Ware said the new rule 
would save both the old soldiers and the goy- 
ernment a great deal of money and time, and 
added: 

“There has long been in the bureau a rule 
fixing a maximum ege limit of $12 for 75 
years. The 65 year minimum limit has been 
a long while in force in the bureau. 

“The act of congress which was passed ir 
the latter part of January, 1887, and approved 
by President Cleveland, put all the Mexican 
war veterans on the.pension roll thirty-nine 
years after the end of the Mexican. war.”

MULCTS THE ZION’S HERALD, : 


Boston Jury Decides Parkhurst Must 
Pay for “Song Book ’’ Charges. 


A Boston jury yesterday returned a ver- 
dict in the celebrated suit for Nbel brought 
by the Rev. E. A. Schell, formerly a resident 
of Chicago and secretary of the Epworth 
league, against Dr. Charles Parkhurst, ed- 
itor, and the Boston Wesleyan association, 
publishers of Zion's Herald. The jury de- 
cided in favor of Dr. Schell and awarded 
him damages of $24,000—the largest recorded 
award, it is said, against a religious journal. 

The suit arose over statements printed in 
the Zion Herald in 1809 regarding the publi- 
cation by Dr. Schell of a sacred song book 
for the use of the Epworth league, in col- 
laboration with BE. O. Excell, a music pub- 
lisher with offices In the Fine Arte building. 
The alleged libel was contained in printed 
statements that Dr. Schell was dishonest and 
had utilized his position in the church for

The first intimation of discord in the church 
resulting from the publication of Schell’s 
song book came in a protest from the Metho- 
dist Book concern, publishers of the book, 
that the secretary of the Epworth league 
was making too much money out of the vol- 
ume.

| with members of the crews, however, drew 


out the following authentic particulars: 

Nineteen Killed on Retvizan. 
“The new vessels were chartered by the 
Russian admiralty as coal transports; Dur- 
ing the last bombardment the Argo lay along- 
side the Retvizan in the inner harbor. A 


deck of the Retvizan and expioded, killing 
nineteen Officers and men. 

“The crews of the merchant ships in the 
harbor deserted and fled towards the promon- 
tory during the bombardment. 

“ The greatest damage was done to the new 
town, where the sheilg caused such havoe 
that practically all shops and business builld- 
ings in the main street were demolished, 
Scarcely a residence was left untouched, 


Sightseers Blown to Pieces. 

“The Japanese fire was marvelously ac- 
curate, The inhabitants were terror stricken, 
and many attempted to construct rude bomb- 
proof shelters. 

“One sheil fell among a crowd of people 
who were gazing at the attacking fleet.. It 
killed twenty-five. Three government clerks 
were killed while hurrying from the port 
admira]’s office. 

“The most elevated fort at the entranée 
to the harbor was most seriously damaged. 
There was one tremendous explosion, which 
civilians attributed to the blowing up of the 
magazine, but whether this surmise is correct 
or not is unknown, as the Russian authorities 
forbade any inquiriez being answered. 


Russian Cruiser Set on Fire, 

“ A two funneled cruiser that was anchored 
a cable's length from the Retvizan—prob- 
ably the Diana—was struck at the water line 
and set on fire, Eighty persons on board 
perished. 

“The Russians sank two old steamers be- 
longing to the Chinese railway company 
laden with stones at the entrance to the 
channel, in line with the lighthouse, and thus 
reduced the navigable way of the channel to 
less than 300 feet wide. This was done dur+ 
ing the bombardment, the desperate opera- 
tion being carried out under fire. The sunk- 
en steamers lie in the shape of a letter V. 

Russian Ships Go Scouting. 

* The day after the bombardment five Rus- 
sian warships left the harbor to scout for 
the Japanese fleet.

‘STARK RELIEVED OF COMMAND. 


Port Arthur Vice Admiral Said to Be Il 
—Capt. Ivkov Shot for Acting as 
: Spy for the Japanese. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 16.—Official or- 
ders were published today relieving Vice 
Admiral Stark from the command of the 
Port Arthur division of the navy, ostensibly 
on account of illness. No successor will be 
appointed, Vice Admiral Makaroff having 
determined to serve as squadron commander 
as well as commander in chief of the entire 
Russian naval force in the far east. 

Capt. Ivkov of the Manchurian commis- 
sarial service has been summarily court 
martialed and shot for actirig as a spy in the 
pay of the Japanese. When arrested on sus- 
picion of espionage documents found in 
lvkov’s possession left no doubt of the truth 
of the charges that he had long been reyeal- 
ing military secrets to the Japanese. The 
tragic story became public through a simple 
announcement in the army organ today that 
Ivkov had been excluded from the service. 

Capt. Shtchensnovitch, commander of the 
battleship Retvizan, has been decorated with 
the cross of St. George for repelling the last 
Japanese torpedo attack and sinking the

The talk of “ pyroxiline ” (poisoned) swords 
having been left behind by the fleeing Jap- 
anese is based on the mistranslation of a 
Russian technical term.

JAPAN’S EXPENSES ARE HEAVY. 


War Expenditures Up to Next December 
Are Estimated at $268,000,000— | 
Plan Ways to Get Money. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
TOKIO, March.16.—The Japanese war ex- 
penditures from the beginning of the war to 
the end of December next are estimated at 
$268,000,000. It is proposed to meet this by 
an issue of bonds and temporary loan drafts 
on the special fund from new taxes. f 
United States Minister Griscom called on 
Prime Minister Komura today and renewed 
his representations concerning American in- 
terests affected by the proposal of the Jap- 
anese government to extend the tobacco 
monopoly so as to include manufactured to- 
bacco.

State Committee Can Seat All Govern- 


tests and Thus Perhaps Get a Major- 
ity of Preliminary Organization

Chairman Fred Rowe of the republican

-EX-GOV. HOARD OF WISCONSIN 
GIVES “DEFINITIONS.” 


Bureau to Prevent Fraud. 


Corruption in public office was called 
treason, and the patriotism of the ballot box 
was put above the patriotism of the musket 
by former Gov. W. D. Hoard of Wisconsin 
in an address to the Chicago Credit Men's 
association at the Auditorium last evening, 
The title of the address was “ Definitions,”’ 
but its subject matter was an essay on the 
interrelationship of men. It bristled with 
epigrams and was illustrated by scores of 
well told stories.. Personal selfishness was 
blamed by the speaker as the foundation of 
all political, social, and moral error. 

“We are long on politics and short on 
patriotism,’’ declared Mr. Hoard. ‘“‘ Men mis- 
take zeal for principle and partisanship for 
patriotism. . This condition of the public mind 
threatens us with a great and startling dan- 
ger. It is a condition that leads to revolution. 
The soldier at the front who betrays his trust 
is branded a traitor and his penalty is death. 
If a man in public office betrays the trust 
the government and the people have reposed 
in him he, too, isa traitor. 


Corruption Comes from Greed. | 


** Whence comes this flood of corruption 
which is inundating public office. It comes 
from greed. We are so busy keeping the 
wolf from the door, so busy seeking to enrich 
ourselves with material wealth, that we are 
almost ready to throw into the scales honor, 
virtue, manhood, and country. 

“We need the patriotism of the ballot box 
now more than we ever needed the patriotism 
of the musket. It isthe betterand the greater 
patriotism. We need the courage to stand 
at the ballot box, as our fathers stood on the 
battle’s firing line, and fight for liberty from 
the forces of greedborn politics. There is no 
law but enforced law. Public opinion alone 
enforces the law in a government of public 
opinion. Thank heaven that today we have 
a president who stands for public opinion 
and who has the courage to enforce the law. 
It seems almost like a dream.’’ 


Common Sense and Culture. 

In the course of his “definitions” the 
speaker said: 

‘* Common sense fs the wickst understand- 
ing of the relation of common things and our 
relations to them. The education that takes 
men away from the consideration of com- 
mon things is false education, false culture. 
We hear much of * higher education.’ What 
men need is broader education. Half the 
things we would know we can make no use 
of. The worldinstinctively recognizes a man 
or woman who knows what he wants to do. 
Right thinking, clear thinking, through 
thinking is the foundation of progress.

the soul. | 

“ Rut there ls more wisdom in hope than in 
despair; more growth in sunshine than in 
shade; more progress in trust than in dis- 
trust.

SOUTH SIDE GROCERS -ARRAYED 
AGAINST “WHEELED STORES.” 


List of Grievances Against Men 
Who Take Produce from House toe 
House—Want License Increased to 
$50 Yearly, Declaring Wagon Own- 
ers Now Cheat and Pay No Taxes— 
Campaign Committee Named. 


*“ Groceries on wheels,”’ as grocers call the 

wagons of peddlers, were denounced last 
night by grocers and market men as being 
maintained by a nontaxpaying, nonemploy- 
ing, and license evading class. 
_ Scores of grocers met at 4358 State street to 
plan measures to secure the passage of the 
proposed ordinance increasing wagon ped- 
dlers’ license fees from $25 to $50 a year, pay- 
able in advance. 


Points Against the Peddlers. 


Some of the reasons why the ‘peddlers 
should pay $50 a year were given by the 
speakers as follows: 

Streets and alleys are littered with decayed 
vegetables. 

Women are called to the back doors when they 
are busy with their housework. ‘ 

Persons unable to detect its quality are imposed 
on with rotten fruit that has been refused by 
grocers in their morning purchases in South Water 
street. 

Peddlers secure quarterly licenses and forget to 
renew them until the year ts up. 

The 5,000 grocers of Chicago pay rent and taxes 
and control 20,000 votes. 

The peddlers are branching out, dealing in 
canned goods and eggs—getting to be “ regular 
groceries on wheels.”’ 

The new ordinance also provides for a 
license fee of $25 for hand carts and $10 for 
basket men, most of whom have done busi- 
ress on free permits. An effort was made 
last June to get the $25 license fee for wagon 
peddlers reduced to $15, but the peddiers 
assembled in such force that they filled the 
city hall and overflowed into the street for 
a block. J 

Means Money to the Grocers. 

“This ordinance,’’ said J. A. Schieswald, 
‘“‘means dollars and cents to every business. 
man. If it does not pass we may as well 
put up our shutters and quit. Every jobber 
and grocer dictates to us what the prices 
shall be and we are forced to fight the for- 
eigners. A man who arrived yesterday will 
get $25 from a friend and a free license from 


tomorrow.” 

Others criticised Mayor Harrison as having 
been lavish in his distribution of free permits, 
and aldermen who had argued that peddlers 
sold produce cheaply to poor people did not 
escape blame. 

Next the grocers objected to reports that 
prices of provisions and meats were too high. 

**If porterhouse and sirloin are expensive,” 
said President H. J. Honz, ** itis because peo- 
ple are willing to pay the money. You cannot 
blame dealers for trying to get all they 
can for cuts that do not run more than twen- 
ty-five pounds’to the beef. If people will 
ask for shoulder or flank or chuck steak they 
will find it just as cheap asever. The only 
things that have been higher than usual this 
winter are potatoes, eggs, and cabbage.”’ 


Committees to Get Names. 

The market men and grocers appointed 
committees of twenty for each ward, who 
wilh seek to secure the passage of the ordi- 
nance. These committees will be busy for 
the next two weeks getting petitions signed 
and trying to persuade aidermen that they 
control more votes than the peddlers.

Always 
in front of him are the consequences of his 
own acts. He is a hopeless incorrigible if 
he can set his face against these penalties 
‘and keep to his offenses. 

It is in this way that the car barn bandit 


is to be eliminated in the Chicago of the 
future. Supt. MacQueary’s dieting at 16% 
cents a day is a suggestion that the process 
be cheap enough. It is worth the ex- 
periment. Money cannot count against the 
possibilities of a bandit trio at large. 


THE YELLOW PERIL. 

Suppose Japan whips Russia. Suppose 
Japan thereafter becomes influential ia 
China, organizes it, sweeps its corruption 
away, drils and officers its army—would 
there be a yellow peril? — X 

It is indeed almost inconceivable that 
a Japanese victory over Russia would re- 
sult in Japan’s contro] of China and the 
consequent creation of a big Chinese army. 
But, assuming that Japan's triumph would 
mean ‘all these things, need Europe dread a 
yellow peril? Would the yellow hordes, in 
irresistible numbers and bearing modern 
arms, sweep across the steppes of Asia and 
desolate the fertile fields of Europe? It is 
a theory advanced by the German emperor 
that they would. 

If the Chinese were of the same stuff as 
the Japanese there might be some plausi- 


_bility to the theory. A nation of 400,000,- 


000 Japs, animated by a desire for martial 
glory and covetous of the mastery of the 
world, might attempt the conquest of Eu- 
rope. Even such a nation probably would 
fail, because of the immense advantage 
‘modern arms give to the defenders and to 
the incredible difficulty an army with its 
base in eastern Asia would have in operat: 
ing in Europe. 

~ But the Chinese are not the Japanese, , 
‘That is the greatest argument against the 
yellow peril. The Chinaman’s nature is 
‘almost directly the opposite of the Jap’s. 
For centuries and centuries the Japs have 
idealized war and worshiped the soldier. 
Patriotism has been their greatest inspira- 
tion. It has usurped the place of religion. 
No change in the nature of the Jap-has been 
worked by the extraordinary Japanese | 
renaissance. He simply added to smokeless 
powder and rifles his martial] instinct, patri- 
otic devotion, and physical hardihood. That 
gave him his modern army. 

It is questionable, indeed, if-a radical 
change in the nature, the character, of a peo- 
ple can take: place. Certainly none has 
taken place with the Japanese. Their ar- 
tillerymen and torpedo tube men areé merely 
the two sword samurai equipped with dif- 
ferent weapons. 3 

Chinese, on the other hand, despise 
the soldier now, and have despised him for 
centuries. . Their enormous popylation lay 
prone. before the Mongol Kublai Khan in 
the thirteenth century. Four centuries 
later they bowed thei# necks again before 
the conquering Manchu. Neither of these 
victors was able to make much use of the 
Chinaman as a soldier. of them used 
him.as a hewer of wood,.a drawer of water, 
and a payer of tribute. The ease with which 
thé English and:Freneh reached Pekin in 
1860, the facile triumph of the Japs in the 
war of 1894-95, the march of the allies to 
Pekin four years.ago, demonstrated again 
that the Chinaman cannot fight. He is big, 
and strong, and uncomplaining, and in many 
eases. he displays undoubted courage (there 
: “brave Chinese opponents to Kublai 
pd the Manchu; to the allies of 1860, to the 
Japs, and to‘ the-allies of 1900). But the 
Chinaman: lacks.that particular quality, ; 
whatever itis, which: makes the soldier. 
Centuries ago, when each side had equal 
arms, the little Japs, few in numbers, in- 
variably whipped the big and numerous 
Chinese. 

This question of arms induces a further 
reflection. In the late wars of China the 
Chinese have had good arms—quantities of 
them. In the war with Japan and in the 
boxer troubles they had modern weapons. 
True, these weapons were shamefully mis- 
handled. And this abuse of his weapons— 
a species of irresponsibility—is an ingrafned 
Chinese trait, and one which probably can- 
not be eliminated. 

All that was needed to make a good sol- 
dier of the Jap was to put a modern weapon 
and a modern drill book into his hands. But 
the drill book and the weapon have been put 
into the Chinaman’s hands not once but 
scores of times. He has been drilled by 
Prussian, Danish, Austrian, and English 
drillmasters, but he knows neither tactics 
nor-strategy. He has bought modern war- 
ships which he could not navigate, modern 
eannon which he could not aim. He has 
erected, modern forts which he could not 
defend. All the military science of modern 
nations has been laid at his feet, but he 
has not become a soldier. He cannot. 

Irom an army of Chinamen, even though 
it be officered by Japanese, Europe has noth- 
ing tofear. Europe is an armedcamp. Al- 
most every mature male citizen of conti- 
nental Europe has received a military train- 
ing and is a soldier. If the Asiatics at- 
tempted to march on Europe they would be 
far more disastrously defeated than was 
Xerxes. 

The yellow peril is a myth, and it is fair 
to presume that it is seriously entertained 
as a possibility nowhere, but is being cir- 
cilated for campaign purposes only. 


HEART AND HANDS BUT NOT HEAD. 

Gov. Vardaman of Mississippi has vetoed 
the appropriation for the Negro State Nor- 
mal school. He explains that he does not 
do, this out of a spirit of race hatred, but 
because he wishes the blacks to be de- 
veloped along moral and industria] lines 
exclusively. He wishes to give the negro 
“education for his heart and-his hands” 
but not for his head. Only white men de- 
serve to have theif heads attended to. 
’ The governor’s position is a familiar one. 
It was that of the old slave owning south. 
The negro’s hands were given a little educa- 
tion’ so that he might be a more uséful serv- 
ant.” The education of his heart consisted in 
teaching him that it was his duty to mind— 
that the bible said, “ Servants, be obedient 
to your masters,” and that he should strive 
to be cheerful and submissive in that state 
fof life unto which it had pleased divine 
Providence to call him. | | 

The slaveholders believed that ignorance 
was the mother of obedience with the blacks, 
that the spelling book would put ideas in 
their heads, and that those ideas would breed 
discontent with their lot. Therefore they 
forbade the education of the head, and for 
the same reason Gov. Vardaman wishes to 
forbid it now. He believes it would make 
the negro less docile, less willing to submit 
himself “lowly and reverently” to his 
masters and to accept thankfully whatever 
wages are offered him. pre 

Special attention should be paid with the. 
black man to the efncation of the hands. 
Nor should the heart be neglected. He: 
‘should be inoculated with moral principles; 
needed in every day life—be taught to “ keep. 
his hands from picking and stealing.” There

of instruction. But to deny the black man 
the education of the head, as Gov. Vardaman 
would do, is to leave him a maimed, imper- 


fect creature, less useful to himself and the | 


community. It may be true that education 
of the head has occasionally spoilt some 
black men, but it has also spoilt some white 
men. It has made poor lawyers, doctors, 


or ministers out of men who were meant | 


to be useful farmers or artisans, The aver- 
age negro is not hurt by a common school 
education. 


SEGREGATION OF VICE. 

The graft committee recommended that 
vice be segregated. This recommendation 
is a wise one. | | 

Experience has proved that it is impossible 
entirely to destroy, eliminate, and wipe out 
vice in a city of this size. Vice will exist 
as long as there are vicious in the com- 
munity. And there will be vicious in the 
community as long as human nature is as 
weak and as wicked as it now is. 

But if vice cannot be destroyed entirely 
it should at least be reduced to a minimum. 
Any process which is effectual in reducing 
vice should be employed. Whenever relig- 
ious persuasion will avail in reclaiming a 
sinner let it be employed. Whatever other 
devices to diminish the number of the 
vicious are feasible should be encouraged 
in every way. Bat there will prove to be a 
certain number of vicious who will resist 
every effort at reclamation. Let such be 
shut off by themselves in a certain restricted 
district. Let them not be free to make an 
evil example of themselves in the residence 
parts of the city. 

A well intentioned but ill advised at- 
tempt to dea] with vice in another way was 
made some years ago in New York by the 
He tried to 
stamp out the social evil entirely. The con- 
sequence of his attempt was not that he 
eliminated, or even greatly diminished, vice 
in New York City but that he caused it to 
spread from the more or less eonfined dis- 
tricts where it had previously congregated 
to all parts ofthecity. Fast women, having 


-been driven from their old abodes, invaded 


the respectable flat and tenement house. 
They lived side by side in the same buildings 
with the virtuous and innocent, and in 
many proved instances their presence was 
destructive to the children of their neigh- 
bors. 

Vice in this country may not be recognized 
by law. Nothing can or should be done to 
legalize it. ‘Therefore no statute or ordi- 
nance can provide for the segregation of 


b-vice. Segregation must be accomplished by 


executive order. Such a process is a make- 
shift method of government, but, neverthe- 
less, in this particular case it is the only pos- 
sible method.

The is- 
land of Monte Cristo, rendered so famous 
through the popular novel of Alexandre 
Dumas, which bears its name, was owned for 
many years by the Florentine Marquis Gi- 
nor!, who sold it to the present King of Italy, 
and it now forms part of the latter's private 
property. Lady Mary Hamilton, the only 
child and heiress of the late duke of Hamil- 
ton, owns the isle of Arran; the duke of Ar- 
gyll owns not only Tiree island, where his 
sister, Lady Victoria Campbell, makes her 
home, but likewise lona island, the most sa- 
cred and historic spot in all Scotland. ‘ 


Gen. Sir John McNeill, a favorite member 
of the household,of the late Queen Victoria, 
and a veteran of the Crimean war, owns Col- 
ongsay island, near Greenock, while Islay has 
passed from the possession of the Campbell 
family into that of Hugh Morrison, married 
to a sister of the late Earl Granville. Mr. 
and Mrs. R. T. Wilson Jr. of New York own 
an isiand off the coast of Florida, whereas 
the Scill¥ islands belong to T. Dorrien-Smith, 
who a year or so ago entertained there, at 
Tresco abbey, King Edward. 

While, of course, there is a certain charm 
in the sense of sovereigniy conveyed by the 
possession of an island, yet the sovereignty 
is more imaginary than real. For the is- 
lands cohtinue subject to the laws and tothe 
government of the state of which they form 
part, precisely as if they were mainland prop- 
erty in lieu of being surrounded by water, 
and the owner of the islandis only “‘ monarch 
of all he surveys ’’ in a figurative sense.

Red G*untiet himself, the type of an 
undying loyalty to the Stuart cause, is 
throughout the novel more generally known™ 
by his mother’s name of Herries, and when 
young Alan Fairford observes to his father 
that their guest has the air of a man of high 
rank, the old lawyer remarks: “ He is well 
entitled, representing as he does the Herries 
of Birrenswork’’—a branch of that great 
and once powerful family of Herries, the 
elder branch thereof merged in the house 
of Nithsdale at the death of Lord Robbin, the 
‘philosopher, Anno Domini 1667. 


Count Limburg-Stirum of the Prussian min- 
istry of education, who has been delegated 
by the kaiser to represent his department 
at St. Louls continuously throughout the ex- 
hibition there, is about 36 years of age and 
the son of that Count Frederick Limburg- 
Stirum who represents the German branch 
of what is otherwise an entirely Dutch fam- 
ily. Count Frederick is a member of the 
emperor's privy council, also of the council 
of state and of the reichstag, and has large 
estates in Silesia. But nearly all his other 
relatives are established ing Holland, many 
of them high in office in thé service of the 
Dutch government and at tHe court of Queen 
Wilhelmina, while there is an entire branch 
of the family which has been established 
for nearly a hundred years in the island of 
Java. 

The family is an old one, and received its 
title of count of the holy Roman empire, 
borne by all its members, from the German 
emperor as far back asin the year 1679. The 
Count Limburg-Stirum who is to make his 
home at St. Louis throughout this. year is 
unmarried and an officer of the reserve of 
that magnificent First Culirassier regiment 
of the guard, in the uniform of which the late 
Emperor Frederick used to present such a 
striking appearance.

In view of the confusion which has arisen 
with regard to the identity of Gen. 
Moltke, recently appointed quartermaster 
general of the German army, and who or 
the return of the kaiser from his Mediter 
ranean cruise at the end of April is to suc 
ceed General Count von Schlieffen as chief of 
the general staff—the post held by the famous 
Field Marghal von Moltke until the time of 
his death—it may be as well to explain that 
it is not Count William but his younger 
brother, Helmuth, who is to succeed a few 
weeks hence to the office held by his cele- 
brated uncle. 

Both William and Helmuth are generals 
and form part of the milita~y entourage of 
the emperor. But, whereas William inher- 
ited the title of count conrerred upon the 
field marshal at Versailles in recognition of 
his services during the Franco-German war, 
Gen. Helmuth is without any title beyond 
the right to use the nobiliary particle of 
yon. 

Gen. Helmuth was, however, his uncle’s 
favorite nephew, and also his most devoted 
A. D. C., and there is no doubt that he has 
inherited to a greater degree than any other 
officer of the German army the ideas and the 
views of the field marshal.” He is married to 
one of his Danish cousins, Countess Elise von 
Moltke Hvitfeld, a first cousin of that Dan- 
ish count,-Adam Moltke, who has as wife 
Miss Louise Eugénie Bonaparte of Wash- 
ington and Baltimore. 

Both Count William Moltke and his younger 
brother,~ the: quartermaster general of the 
army, are.sons of the field marshal’s younger 
' brother. Adolphus, who died some thirty 
years ago in Italy, and who in his early years 
was a chamberlain of the late king of Den- 
mark, and later on a Prussian subject and a 
member of the Prussian house of lords.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


MORE CENTENARY EMERSON. 
“Conduct of Life” and “Society and 
Solitude ” issued in the new edition. 

Two more volumes of the Centenary edi- 
tion of Emerson published by Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co. have been issued. They are 
* SOCIETY AND SOLITUDE ” and “* CON- 
DUCT OF LIFE." The latter contains 
a portrait of Emerson as he was in 
1859.. The period comprehended in the 
writing and delivery of these essays 
and in thelr publication in book form 
is one of the most important in Emerson's 
life. It includes the anti-slavery agitation, to 
which he made such signal contributions In 
time and effort, and the civil war, whioh he 
watched with so deep an interest. These 
were years crowded with epoch making 
events, both political and Intellectual. 

As usual Emerson was still in almost con- 
stant correspondence with Carlyle and others, 
and the extracts from the letters of these 
two men which Emerson's son, the editor of 
the present edition, has incorporated with his 
voluminous notes give one charming 
glimpses of outlooks on life,:of opinions on 
passing events, and upon the work which the 
friends were doing. 

Those who wish the best and most adequate 
edition of Emerson will merely have to pro- 
vide themselves with the Centenary. The 
future may have finer ones but none more 


satisfactory. 


STORY BASED ON A TRUST. 
“The Great Adventurer” Deals with 
Present American Problems. 


In “THE GREAT ADVENTURER” 
(Doubleday, Page & Co.) Robert Shackleton 
tells the story of the upbuilding of an all em- 
bracing trust in this country and of the 
causes which led to its disintegration. There 
is an unreality about the recital and the 
characters in the story which makes them 
not convincing. None of the people seems 
real, and Mr. Shackleton seems not to under- 
stand corporation methods so well as he 
should. The love element of the book is 
frustrated by obstacles put in by the author, 
and which are, many of them, unnecessary. 

There is a good deal of preaching by a 
minister who turns labor agitator. The 
great adventurer of the title is Newbury 
Linn, the organizer of the trust, and his ad- 
ventures are in the financial world. He is 
in love with the heroine, but she marries an 
old banker and an associate of Linn. It is 
her influence and that of her uncle which 
finally persuades Linn fo pull down the trust 
which he’labored so hard to build up. 

Mr. Shackleton last year published a nov- 
el, ‘‘Many Waters,” which had some atten- 
tion. The present book in its almost nalve 
amateurishness is far below the former 


MODERN SCHOOL PROBLEMS. 
Insistent Educational Questions Dis- 
cussed by Prof. Hanus. 

In “A MODERN SCHOOL” Paul H. 
Hanus, professor of the art of teaching in 
Harvard, discusses a number of the insist- 
ent problems in our present day American 
scheme of education. The actual adjust- 
ment of educational policies and methods, 
especially in the right relation of the differ- 
ent grades and sorts of schools to each other, 
is seen to be a big problem, and not an easy 
one. There are plenty of books on the gen- 
eral subject—one sometimes is ready to say 
quite enough of them. Some of the writers 
thrash over the old straw in rather verbose 
commonplaces. 

Dr. Hanus, however, is a student of educa- 
tion who is always worth listening to. Such 
special topics as the elementary school, the 
academy, the high school, the home anc. the 
echool elective courses, and the Adjustment 
of the secondary schools to the immediate 
needs of the mass of those in them rather 
than to the mere work of preparation for 
schools above them—these are among the 
questions which are here stated and con- 
siaered intelligently and judiciously. 

Dr. Hanus in studying the actual effects of 
the electi¥e system sent out a number of 
question blanks to 4,728 Harvard gradu- 
ates. He received 987 replies. Of these, 712 
said beneficial,’’ 67 harmful,” 28 “ nei- 
ther,” and 59 “ doubtful.” 

The book Is issued by thé Macmillan com- 
pany, New York. 


EVIDENCES OF A FUTURE LIFE. 
Translation of a New French Work on 
Spiritism. 

H. A. Dallas has put into English a book 
by Gabriel Delonne on “ EVIDENCES FOR 
A FUTURE LIFE.” The-evidences for im- 
mortality which this French thinker has 
marshaled with some skill are such as ie 
believes have of late been brought to light 
in connection with the wonder working 
phenomena of spiritism. 

* .“The advent of spiritism throws fresh 
light on the problem of nature and the soul. 
It enables us to recognize how little has been 
known concerning the soul hitherto, and to 
gain an effectual view of it-by introducing 
experiments into philosophy, a science which 
hitherto .has.employed only the methods of 
inductive reasoning as ith organ of research.

PRACTICAL EXPERIENCE. | 
RACTICAL experience, reaching to 
ancient times, testifies that beans, peas, 
and lentils are “hearty food.” To 
quote ye physician Galen, “ they are 
r digest than other foods and 
sive bad dreams.” There isa general opinion 


that while they are sultable for robust peo-. 


ple leading an active, outdoor life, indis- 
pensable to the soldier’s outfit and to the 
logging camp, welcomed by the hunter and 
woodsman, and a necessary part of the foed 
of the hard working poor, they are, on the 
other hand, unsuitable for people leading a 
sedentary life, and are generally to be avoid- 
ed by the invalid and convalescent. 


DIGESTIBILITY IN MODERATE QUAN- 
TITIES. . 

The digestibility of legumes is thought to 
be largely a question of preparation and 
amount eaten. Properly prepared and eaten 
in moderate quantities, peas, beans, and len- 
tils cannot be called indigestible in the ordi- 
nary sense of the word. The entire removal 
of the skin by sieving is to be recommended 
in the case of persons with whom they seem 
to disagree. 

As to the extént of the digestibility of the 
contained nutrients when eaten with the 
above restrictions, they are probably as well 
used as those of other vegetable foods, but 
less se than the nutrients of meat. should 
be remembered that a due amount\o? non- 
absorbable or refuse matter is necessary in 
the food to insure the healthy action of the 
intestines, and it would be a great mistake 
to substitute, as a general thing; highly con- 
densed foods for those containing some cellu- 
lose. None but the most hardy people could 
use the legumes as their sole source of nitrog- 
enous food, since for that purpose, eighteen 
ounces daily of dried peas or beans would be 
necessary for a laboring man, an amourt 
which could be furnished in not less than six 
pints of thick soup; but this fact has nothing 
to do with their use in moderate amounts, 


and there is almost no dietary in which they 
may not profitably find a place, 


DIGESTIBILITY OF PEANUTS... 

The peanut is remarkable among the legu- 
mes for its large proportion of fat (39 per 
cent) and its resemblance in taste and use to 
the true nuts, Long as the peanut has been 
cultivated in the south, it has never to any 
extent taken the place of a food, but remains 
a food accessory for occasional use only. 
No laboratory experiments seem to have been 
made on human beings as to the extent to 
which peanuts are digested, but, according 
to general expenience, roasted peanuts eaten 
in any quantity are indigestible in the sense 
of bringing on pain and distress. This is 
probably on account of their rich, concen- 
trated character. It is to be noted that when 
they are eaten ip cennection with ot food, 
as bread, the ill effects are less marked.

VEGETABLE PROTEIN COMPARED 
WITH ANIMAL PROTEIN. 


It has been well known that vegetable 
foods without any help from the animal 
kingdom will sustain men in health and 
working power, and careful experiments 
have shown that protein performs essen- 
tially the same part in nutrition, whether it 
be from milk, meat, cereal, or legume. Among 
other experiments may be mentioned that of 
Rutger, a Dutch physician, and his wife, 
which lasted ten weeks. Their conclusion 
was that vegetable food can perfectly well 
be substituted for animal, provided only that 
it contain the same amount of nutrients in 
proper proportions. When living on a purely 
vegetable diet 7 cag relied largely on peas, 
beans, and lentils, eating them in some form 
at nearly every meal. From an economic 
standpoint the average difference in the cost 
of the two kinds of diet was that less fuel 
was used to cook the animal foods eaten. 

It is not improbable, however, that there 
are differences between animal and vege- 
table protein that cannot be tested by any 
method now at our command, differences 
which would explain the almost universal 
preference for some animal food in the diet. 
From our present knowledge it would seem 
that the mixed diet made up of both animal 
and vegetable food is the best and most prac- 
ticable for the vast majority of people.

The proper ad- 
justing of sleeve trimming is one of the per- 
p'exing problems that sometimes handicap 
the home dressmaker or visiting seamstress. 

Papier maché models of the arm have not 
es yet been put on the market, and, some- 
how, trimming applied to the flat sleeve 
never has quite the same effect as that ad- 
3usted to the arm. 

As a living model on whom to fit these 
portions is not always obtainable, some fash- 
jonable tailors have evolved a dummy that is 
easy to imitate and a hig. big help in making 
trimming, or remodeling sleeves.

It is lighted by high windows in the day 
and by electricity at night. 

Around one side are closets with glass 
doors fitted with shelves trimmed with lace 
run through with baby ribbon. 

On these shelves repose the various articles 
of lingerie. 

Across one closet runs a bar hung with 
brackets for tea gowns and wrappers. At 
the other side of the room are little doors, 
which by pressing a spring fall down and 
disclose small shelves on which are rests 
for bonnets. 

Another closet, intended for footwear, has 
lasts for every pair, so displayed that they 
can be chosen without difficulty. 

In a bedroom of a newly built house a 
closet extends across the side of the room and 
has three full length doors, each fitted with 
a plate glass mirror. the doors when opened 
forming a long triplicate mirror. 

One of the three divisions of the closet 
holds lingerie, another contains hat rests, 
the third has cross bars and. wooden sup- 
ports for clothes, each garment hanging 
without tonching the next. 

Fitted to the shelves are long sachets on 
which are placed the different articles with, 
between them, another sachet, so that there 
will be traces of perfume without sturdy 
odors. Each of the clothing brackets is 
padded and covered with silk through which 
there is a little sachet powder, preventing the 
bodice from coming in contact withethe 
hardwood and imparting a delicate fragrance. 

Where space is limited cabinets with slid- 
ing shelves are convenient. These are also 
ornamental when old fashioned cabinets, 
with leaded panes, resembling bookcases, 
are selected.

Thin fabrics make up more satisfactorily 
if the selvedge has been torn or trimmed off. 

When left on it should be slashed at inter- 
vals throughout the length of the seam. 

The economical seamstress finds many 
uses for the cut off selvedge of goods, whether 

thick or thin. : 
the best tailors use lawn and cotton sel- 
vedges for staying the edges of cloth jackets 
previous to putting in the final Ifnings for 
narrow bindings, and, when suffictently wide, 
for an excellent, wear resisting bone casing. 

It is almost impossible to bone a waist 
properly if the seams have not been stitched 
up exactly. Extremely small stitches do not 
always give strength. but instead only cut 
the threads of the fabric, especially if this be 

of silk. 
stitch medium length is preferable 
by al] means, particularly with the thinner 
ash fabrics. 
“Gingham that is striped or checked needs 
most careful matching and seaming. 

Machine seaming should be done in 
straight and well preserved lines. 

Pretty material sometimes results unsatis- 
factorily merely because the stitching has 
been hastily or unevenly done. 

Pique. duck, and even gingham are all the 
better for having been shrunk before cut-

take some comfort in the success of Fyfe- 
peony: n in securing a settlement from the 
- a Shore and Michigan Southern road of 
Claim for damages sustained by several 
Cars of corn being delayed two months in 
transit and becoming out of condition. The 
ge was shipped from here to Richmond, 
&., routed over the Lake Shore, the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, and the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio. The shippers lost about 
$1,300 as the result of the damage incurred 
by the long delay, and put in a claim for that 
amount. Officials of the road agreed at one 
time to arbitrate, and then refused to arbi- 
trate, for the reason that the delay was all 
on the Chesapeake and Ohio road, and that 
they would be unable to recover any dam- 
ages from that road because there had been 
a blockade on its line. As a last resort the 
shippers brought the matter up before the 
board of directors, filing charges against 
James L. Clarke; representative of the Lake 
Shore freight department on the floor, and 
asking for his suspension until the claim 
was paid. The matter never came up for 
action, however, as the railroad company 
sidestepped the trial by making a settlement 
with Fyfe-Manson, who agreed to accept 
$1,000 in full satisfaction of their claim. 
The railroads, as a rule, decline to look on 
corn as perishable freight, and the only satis- 
faction shippers can get in answer to their 


,complaints of losses is that the roads are 


doing the best they can. It is reported the 
Lake Shore people thought the case of suf- 
ficient importance to send for their leading 
attorney, who was in Florida, and that he 
advised the settlement of the case. It is said 
to have been about fifteen years since a 
case of this kind has been before the di- 
rectors, and the attitude finally taken by 
the officials of the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern road will be of great interest to 
shippers generally. About fifteen years ago 
Hately Bros. filed a claim against the Penn- 
sylvania road for damage which accrued in 
simiJar fashion, asked for the suspension of 
the company’s agent on the floor, and he was 
suspended ona hearing ofthecase. The rail- 
roads made common cause against the ship- 
pers, and all their representatives left the 
floor in a body, but the Nickel Plate road 
was after business about that time and was 
the first of the roads to send a representa- 
tive on the floor. The others soon followed 
and the Pennsylvania road settled the claim 
of Hately Bros. 


It pays to be good, or, if otherwise, not to

Louis house declared only 40,000 bu had 
been sold, while others claimed to be able 
to confirm as high as 150,000 bu. A late 
message declared the business amounted to 
100,000 bu rather ordinary No. 2 hard winter, 
sold at 9lc, delivered in Minneapolis—not a 
fancy price as No. 2 hard winter is selling 
in other markets. A Minneapolis message 
reported the miller who had been dickering 
for the St. Louis wheat a seller of 800,000 bu 
May wheat in the northwest market yester- 
day. As this was just the amount of the St. 
Louis stocks of hurd winter, it was intimated 
the spring wheat miller might have taken it 
all and be putting out a hedge. 


’ A letter from.a grain merchant of Parsons, 
Kas., says wheat looks fine. A good rain 
would give it a much finer look, but plant has 
not suffered, and has stooled and spread bet- 
ter than for several seasons. Information 
from western part of the state mixed, but 
believed damage from dry weather over-’ 
drawn and an average crop promising, with 
more chances for improvement than decline. 
Newton, Kas., wired: “ Along the line of the 
Santa Fé, through Oklahoma, the fields look 
green and fine. The heavy rains late last 
fall soaked the soil and furnished ample 
moisture.”’ 


According to wires received at different 
times during the session Kansas was having 
even more than the proverbial assortment 
of weather for a spring day. An early mes- 
sage said: ‘“ Rains becoming quite general, 
weather warm.” Later messages said:

LOCAL BANES FIND MONEY CoN- 
DITIONS COMFORTABLE. 


First Class Commercial Paper Dis- 
counted at 4 1-2 Per Cent—Good Col- 
lateral Loans Made at the Same Fig- 
ure—Corn Products Common Stock- 
holders Disappointed at Discontinu- 
ance of the Dividend—No Further 
Changes in Allis-Chalmers.

Deposits with the local banks are generally 
strong. Some variation is noted for excep- 
tional reasons, but the tendency is for an 
increase in funds and a comfortable feeling 
toward the money market. |. 

First class commercial paper is in good de- 
mand and commands 4% percent. This ap- 
plies to the paper which the banks buy in 
the market. Regular customers are charged 
5 per cent. A moderate volume of paper is 
discounted at 5% per cent. 

Local stock commission houses are doing 
little borrowing. With good collateral they 
can secure loans at 4% percent. This is on 
new business, as the banks are not marking 
down their 5 per cent collateral loans. With 
ordinary collateral of a mixed character the 
rate is 5 per cent, ° 

Country banks are buying less commercial 
paper than they did a few weeksago. March 
payments incident to transactions of country 
bank customers gre holding down balances. 
In fact, some of the local institutions report 
their country correspondents as being mod- 
erate borrowers. 

Again some country money is loaned at 4 
per cent through Chicago correspondents, 
Most of the commission houses, however, 
prefer to deal with their own banks creating 
thereby an obligation for consideration when, 
money is harder to get. 


Fair Business in Bonds. 

Local bond houses are reporting a fair de- 
mand from investors. This is probably due to 
easier conditions in the money market, and 
to the general operating cause of slower. busi- 
ness. It is to be noted, however, that.a 4 
per cent bond ig not In favor; that is, a bond 
that nets 4 percent. A better return, say 4% 
to 5 per cent, is generally sought, though 
there are exceptions in the case of those who 
desire high grade municipals. 


Exchange Market Stagnant. 
The foreign exchange market is extremely 
‘dull. Offerings are reported light, with a 
small demand. Exports are decreasing, 
though the exchange market is practically 
what might be expected at this season. 
New York houses also report stagnation. 


Corn Products Common. 


Corn Products shares manifested a firmer 
tendency yesterday after consideration of 
the statement issued by the board of di- 
rectors. Holders of the common shares were 
disappointed at the passing of the dividend. 
The burden of the complaint, however, was 
that dividends should have been commenced 
last year and. then discontinued this. It 
was the idea of uncertainty as to what might 
be expected that caused dissatisfaction. 

The common stdéckholders seem to think 
that having once made the mistake of pay- 
ing too much on the common stock, as was 
the case with Glucose, the management 
might have been expected to be certain of 
its ground before again paying dividends on 
common stock. 

There is some reason now to believe that 
nothing need be expected on the common 
shares until there shall have been accumu- 
lated a surplus such as to leave no reason- 


{ able doubt as to ability to pay the rate of 


dividend which may next be declared on 
the common shares. It was pointed out, 
however, a few days ago that the president 
of the Corn Products company regards com- 
mon stock as being merely in a position to 
receive surplus earnings whenever there are 
such above necessary deductions. This idea 
is that the common stock is not on a fixed 
dividend basis and should expect nothing 
regularly.

EMPLOYES SEND JOINT COMMIT- 
TEE WITH A PROPOSITION. 

Vice President Rudolph of Company 
Asks That Offer Be Put in Writing 
and Looks for an Early Settiement— 
Samuel Reichel, Union Brass, Mold- 
er, Arrested on Charge of Slugging— 
Fur Dressers Have a Close Monop- 
oly. ' 


It ig believed that a settlement of the strike 
at the Diesel plant of the American Can 
company will be made within a few days. 
Tuesday night a committee was appointed 
by the Teamsters’ Joint council to codperate 
with the committee of the Canworkers’ union 
in trying to effect a settlement. The com- 
mittee consists of President George F. Gold- 
en of the council, Jerry C. McCarthy, Thomas 
Hughes, and Charies Stevens. 

The two committees called on the officials 
of the company yesterday afternoon and sub- 
mitted a proposition. The offer included the 
stipulation that the men return to work at 
the wages they were receiving when they 
stopped. It also included an offer to submit 
the question as to the existence of an agree- 
ment between the company and its employés 
to arbitration. 


To Be Submitted in Writing. 


Vice President F. Rudolph of the can com- 
pany said he wanted to consider the offer 
and asked that it be submitted in writing. 
Meetings will be held by both the tinions 
tonight and the offer will be drawn up, if 
ratified, and submitted tomorrow. 

A thorough understanding was not reached 
between the committees and the company 
at the conference. Vice President Rudolph 
said: 

“The committees are to reconsider their 
demands and then send us a written state- 
ment of the conditions on which the employés 
will return to work. I think there will be an 
early settlement.” 


Alleged ‘Slugger Arrested. 
Samuel Reichel, a union brass molder, who 
assauited Charlies Coster, a nonunion man 
employed by R. Williamson & Co. last Mon- 
day night, was arrested on the charge of as- 
sault and battery. Coster was returning 
home from work, according tu his affidavit, 
when he was assaulted by Reichel, a former 
employé at the same plant. He asserts that 
Reichel hit him over the head with a piece 
of gas pipe. Reichel was arraigned before 
Justice Severson at the Chicago avenue po- 
lice station. A change of venue was taken 
to the court of Justice Donahue, and the case 
was continued until tomorrow. It is being

RICH ARE URGED TO AID. 


Newspaper Publicity Best Rem- 
edy for Boodling; Divorce from 
National Politics Next. 


New Haven, Conn., March 16.—[Special. ]}— 
William Kent of Chicago tonight recounted 
the struggles of workers for civic strength 
in Chicago to the Yale City Government club, 
which was formed last month. Most of his 
talk was in the formofadvice. He said: 

“The first thing to do in reform is to 


that Jerome has made in New York the same 
reputation that the reformers have in Chi- 
cago. He has the reputation of sensational- 
ism, of saying things hard, of calling a 
spade a spade or something worse, if he can 
think of it. 

ilfering Easy in Cities. 

“In our great cities the line of least re- 
sistence is followed in pilfering and looting. 
There are capitalists of gas, water, and 
electric light who. want to work these for 
exorbitant prices. Another set of parasites 
are fhe machine politicians, and then there 
are the office holders. In practically every 
city public safety and comfort are #sacri- 
ficed to carelessness politically, or to some- 
thing worse. 

“You college men who are going out must 
save this country, and I think that you are 
going to do it. The work must be done by 
young fellows with a lot of ginger, who 
don’t know any better. In Chicago, when I 
went into politics the council was so. cor- 
rupt that most of the members would steal 
a doormat or a.milk can. 

‘The case looked hopeless, but it didn’t 
prove to be, and we stopped boodiling. The 
best advice given for bettering conditions in 
this respect was by President Hadley, when 
he advised social ostracism. I have tried it 
and seen its benefits. 

‘You must be honest and wise critics, an4 
not mere fault finders. It is the pestilential 
fault finding that makes the honest city 
official sick at heart. I would go to the news- 
paper men about the facts of any city. 


Honest Government a Necessity. 

“Take these postulates: 

“1. The necessity for absolute honesty in 
city government. 

“2. Civil Bervice reform. It is coming fast. 
Its friends say that it has made no back- 
ward steps. 

“3. Local must be divorced from national 
politics. Divorce the man from his party 
label. It took us several years to teach the 
voters of Chicago that Abraham Lincoln 
could not flush the sewers nor Thomas Jeffér- 
son abate the garbage nuisance. 

“To those of you who had the intelligence 
to pick out opulent parents, and who may in 
the future acquire great wealth, you could 
do no better than put out a good share of itin 
legitimate campaign work in politics. Don»st 
be afraid of names. Take, for instance, ‘ so- 
cialism.’ Presideit Hadley has done much 
to take the curse off that word by his defini- 
tiom. It is ‘ increasing the sphere of govern- 
ment.’ We are tending that way. We broaden 
the sphere of schools, and parks, and play- 
grounds, etc. Take anarchy, for instance, 
The worst anarchist is he who buys a jury 
or a judge and destroys the law.” 


DASHES WINE ON BOAT’S PROW. 


_Miss Gwladys Wilbur Christens the Mis- 


souri, Which Will Ply Between 
Chicago and Mackinac. 


Miss Gwiadys Wilbur, daughter of Presi- 
dent James B. Wilbur of the Royal Trust 
company, yesterday christened the passen- 
ger steamship Missouri at the yards of the 
Chicago Shipbuilding company in South Chi- 
cago. The launching party was stationed on 
a platform at the bow of the vessel. Ata 
signal from Supt. A. G. Smith the workmen 
began knocking away the blocks which held 
the Missouri in its ways. As the ship be- 
gan to'tremble Miss Wilbur released the 
scarlet ribbons holding a bottle of cham- 
pagne and with the crash cried, “I christen 
thee Missouri.’””

LIKE IROQUOIS HOSPITAL PLAN. 


Members of Chicago Medical Society 
Vote Indorsement of Memorial 
Project. 


The proposal of the Iroquois Memorial as- 
sociation to establish an emergency hospital 
in the business district in memory of the, 
victims of the theater fire was indorsed 
last night at a meeting of the Chicago Med- 
ical society. 

The action of the society was embodied in 
a resolution presented by Dr. Andrew M. 
Harvey and seconded by Jr. W. A. Pvans. 
The preamble lays stress on the need of a 
hospital in the heart of the city and the 
resolutions continue: 

“ Resolved, That the Chicago Medical so- 
ciety approves the action of the trustees of 
the Iroquois Memorial Emergency hospital 
in their generous effort to give to the people 
of Chicago a modern, fully equipped, and 
endowed hospital capable of rendering 
prompt assistance to those cases of unex- 
pected injury and sickness, which are of 
daily occurrence, and be it further 

“‘ Resolved, That we, as a society, tender 
to the hospital our counsel, advice, and pro- 
fessional services whenever required.”
